DYING STATEMENTS
BY BOTH PRISONERS

Reasserts Innocence
Shooting Was So

No Time

Both Floyd and Claude Swanson Allen
left ante-mortem statements to the
publle, in which they reassert their

innogence of a consplracy to shoot up

the court at Hillsville. Floyd's Allon's
paper is lengthy and is a mere repeti-
tion of his testimony at the wvarlous
trials, nlready printod many times, with
the addition of his personal comments
on some of hle friends and some of his
enemlos. He malntains that he was In
the right In the varlous disturbances
In which he has been enguged, and ex-
presses sorrow for the pass to which
he has brought his son

The varlous threats attributed to
Floyd Allen by many witnesses are
denied by him. He concludes with for-
glveness for overybody.

Statement From Claunde.

Claude Allen’s statement Is shortor.
With the exception of thanks to those
who trled to socure conmmulation of
sentence for him, and eriticism of three
ministers who have recently sald the
Allens should die, it Is us follows:
